Died of a Stroke. 
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Claude Keller Stahl, who hail lived 
in Narberth ten years, died Monday 
evening at Ins home, "> 1 < *> K--'-x. fol- 
lowing a stroke that morning. 

The funeral was conducted Wednes- 
day evening by the Rev. Vernon W. 
Middleton in the Narberth M. K. 
Church, of whose official board Mr. 
Stahl was a member. His passing 
is lamented by a large number of 
friends. Services also were held 
Thursday at Center Hall, Pa., where 
he was born, June 111, l!-ST>. 

Mr. Stahl is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Emma Bair<l Stahl; his mother, 
a brother and sister in Center Hall; 
and his stepson, Thomas Hawthorn. 

Mr. Stahl started to work for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in Pittsburgh 
as a switch tender. A few months 
later he became a car repairman, but 
since August il, 11)05, he was engaged 
in clerical work, first in the Altoona 
Machine Shop offices, then in Harris- 
burg in the office of the superintendent 
of motive power, and since September 
1, 1020, in Philadelphia in the office 
of the general superintendent of mo- 
tive power, where he advanced to 
statistician on March 1, 1!>27. On 
September 1, 1932, he was appointed 
supervisor of motive power statistics, 
which position he held at the time of 
his death.

I am glad to 
testify, therefore, that a repair order 
was served on me to replace cement 
that I personally would not have con- 
demned and that, when I spoke to 
Mr. Fox about it, he said that he 
thought the order against me was 
reasonable and that compliance would 
be expected. I have given a con- 
tractor instructions to do the work. 

As I understand it, Miss Brinton 
Berves certain altrustic causes, which 
are designed to improve the lot of 
mankind, but she is paid for doing so. 
Mr. Fox and his associates in the 
Borough Council serve the community 
interests of their fellow citizens with- 
out compensation of any kind. The 
position of highway chairman is an 
arduous one, as I know from personal 
experience, but it carries with it the 
satisfaction of a large opportunity 
for serving the cause of local self 
government. 

The only drawback to such service 
is when intelligent and presumably j 
high-minded citizens will cast asper- 
sions on one's personal character in 
a way that they would never think of j 
doing in private life. Is one who 
serves his town with unselfish devo- 
tion less meritorious than one who : 
similarly serves his church, or his j 
lodge or a work for boys or girls? j 
And where shall we rate those who j 
put their altruism and their zeal for , 
social improvement on a strictly pro- ! 
fessional basis? ]
